Continued from Pae© One 
who was a member of the state leg­ 
islature from Franklin 
county and 
was skilled in the arts and sciences 
as well as being a surveyor, laid ofl 
the county and through his influence

er of Rush medical college. 
Mr. Cox related briefly one of the 
fir-t achievem ents of the pioneers. 
It was the work of n man 
named 
W hetzel, living at Laurel, who ob­ 
tained a grant of land 
in Morgan 
county, and rather than 
travel 
a 
roundabout way in a flatbottom boat 
cut a trail through the virgin fo r­ 
est. This trail ran through Richland 
township and the direction it 
took 
governed largely the selection oi the 
site for the state capital. 
The speaker recalled 
how 
Dr. 
Laughlin, realizing the value of the 
land here, 
entered 
several tracts, 
o n e of which was the land on which 
R ushrilk is now situated. 
lie later 
gave i|t 
to the com missioners se­ 
lected to locate the county seat. 
“Dr. 
Laughlin, was a physician 
and a terfeher, having established the 
fir>t school, and also 
was

judge, although he never served in 
that capacity,’’ said Mr. (’ox.

i< a sad commentary that he lies in 
a negTected unmarked grave.”

A hit of serptine philosophy which 
must have an appeal to many cults 
today is: “You imagine what von 
desire. You will what you imagine,

A thousand years later Eve. hav­ 
ing seen that men are deteriorating 
because of the short duration of life 
de"ires to have them live long enough

the meaning of ex­ 
istence and to fulfill its promise. Her 
desire is the first step toward cre­ 
ative evolution, not by spices to spec» 
, ies but as an expression of human 
will. 
The second half of this perform ­ 
ance is given to “The Gosnel of the

When Possible as Sudan Grass 
Leaves Ground in Poor Condition

As a Hay Crop 


A few Rush county farmers have 
made inquiry regarding Sudan grass 
as a hay crop and tlie following in­ 
formation 
is 
given by the county 
agent’s office, for the purpose 
of 
showing that this crop would be of 
only limited value in this county. 
Sudan Grass should only be grown 
as an emergency hay crop, or to sup- 
plemeut other forage 
crops 
that 
have failed, due t«» weather condi­ 
tions, or 
insect 
ravages. 
Annual 
legumes 
should 
be grown instead 
whenever possible, as Sudan Grass 
leaves the ground in a poor physi­ 
cal condition. This condition is not 
thought to be permanent. 
It is not 
without 
merit, 
however, 
as 
t he 
plants are rank growing and pre- 
x’ent the growth of most weeds. Most 
soils to which cultivated crops . are 
adapted, 
xvill 
grow 
Sudan. 
New 
growth xvill spring up from the stub­ 
ble after grazing, or after a hay 
crop has been taken. 
Conclusions drawn from experi­ 
ments with Sudan Grass conducted 
at the Purdue University Experiment 
Station, are that it should be seed­ 
ed at the rate of 32 pounds to the 
acre for maximum hay production.

INJECTING SWINE IN 
FLANK MEANS SAVING 


Tan r>t* made more rapidly and easily 


Use of Ham or Shoulder Often 
Results in Infection. 


Department of Agriculture Urges Vet> 
erinarians to Avoid Possibility of 
Injury by Selection of Some 
Other 
Place. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Complaints from packers Indicate 
that there are still many veterinarians 
and farmers who persist in immuniz­ 
ing hogs against cholera by making 
injections in the ham or shoulder, a 
practice that often results in Infection 
and the formation of deep abscesses in 
the hams and shoulders where the se­ 
rum and virus were injected. 
The 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture has long advised against using 
those parts as points of injection, and 
the department veterinarians are In­ 
structed to avoid the possibility of such 
injury by selecting some other place. 
The ham has been favored as a place 
for making the injections because they 


Injecting Hog in the Flank. 


at this point, but they can be made 
with equal success in less valuable 
parts, such as the flank or auxiliary 
space, where there is loose connective 
tissue that readily absorbs the serum. 
In making an auxiliary injection the 
front legs should be spread apart so 


as to stretch the superficial muscles 
between the legs, and the needle should 
be directed so as to avoid the muscles 
of the shoulder. 
It in desirable to make the injecv 
tions at a point that will make drain 
age easy should an abscess form. Se­ 
rum should never be injected into a 
mass of fatty tissue, as It is not suffi­ 
ciently absorptive. 
Although the ser­ 
ous membrane lining in the abdom­ 
inal cavity takes up serum readily, ab­ 
dominal injections are not recommend­ 
ed because of the danger of punettir­ 
ing the internal organs with 
the 
needle or of carrying infection into the 
cavity. 
Small pigs and shotes up to 80 
pounds in weight may be held up by 
the hind legs, with the forefeet rest­ 
ing on the ground, and the injection 
made Into the loose tissue of the flank. 
A 'pig so held Is In a good position for 
the taking of temperature, cleansing 
the area of operation, and making the 
Injection. 
Farmers’ 
Bulletin 
834, 
which has been recently reprinted, con­ 
tains full Information regarding hog 
cholera and the methods of control. 


HELP EFFICIENCY OF HORSE 


Numerous Inquiries Received at Mis- 
souri College of Agriculture 
for Hitches. 


Farmers are making use of power 
in larger units than ever before. Num­ 
erous inquiries for three-horse hitches 
for wagons and five to eight-horse 
hitches fur plows are being received 
by the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture, says J. C. Wooley of the agricul­ 
tural 
engineering department. 
The 
three-horse load will take but little 
more of the man’s time than the two, 
but his efficiency has been Increased 
50 per cent.

When Possible as Sudan Grass 


Leaves Ground in Poor Condition 


MOST SOILS GROW SUDAN 


Few Rush County 
Farmers 
Have 


Made Inquires. Regarding Grass 


As a Hay Crop 


A few Rush county farmers have 


made inquiry regarding Sudan grass 
as a hay crop and the following in- 
formation 
is given by the county 


agent's office, for the purpose 
of 


showing that this crop would be of 
only limited value in this county. 


Sudan Grass should only be grown 


as an emergency hay crop, or to sup- 
plement other forage 
crops 
that 


have failed; due to weather condi- 
tions, or insect 
ravages. Annual 


legumes 
should 
be grown instead 


whenever possible, as Sudan Grass 
leaves the ground in a poor physi- 
cal condition. This condition is not 
thought to be permanent. It is not 
without 
merit, 
however, 
as 
the 


plants are rank growing and pre- 
vent the growth of most weeds. Most 
soils to which cultivated crops . are 
adapted, will grow 
Sudan. New 


growth will spring up from the stub- 
ble after grazing, or after a hay 
crop has been taken. 


Conclusions drawn from experi- 


ments with Sudan Grass conducted 
at the Purdue University Experiment 
Station, are that.it should be seed- 
ed at the rate of 32 pounds to the 
acre for. maximum hay production. 
The desired rate can be obtained by

Fungus Disease is Worse Kind At- 


tacking Raspberries—Much More 


Serious on Black Raspberries 


IS

Disease Can be Recognized by Small, 


Elliptical or Circular Spots on 


The Canes 


Antlmiclio.se is without question 


the worse disease attacking rasp- 
berries in Indiana. It is much more 
serious on black raspberries than 
on red. Blackberries, may also be at- 
tacked, but usually -not as serious- 
ly as the raspberries. 


"This fungus disease pan be rec- 


ognized, 
by the small, elliptical or 


circular spots which occur on 
canes. These are at first small 


the 
and 


purplish in color, becoming grayish 
while with a purple margin, and are 
frequently so abundant as to cause 
a checking or cracking of the bark, 
particularly at the base of the canes. 
It also causes much loss in Indiana, 
by killing the young canes and also 
the small branches and stalks of the 
fruit clusters,

FLANK MEANS SAVING 


Use of Ham or Shoulder Often 


Results in Infection. 


Department of Agriculture Urges Vet- 


erinarian* to Avoid Possibility of 


Injury by Selection of Some

that there are still many veterinarians 
and farmers who persist in immuniz- 
ng -hogs- against cholera by making 
njectlons in the ham or shoulder, a 
practice that often results In Infection 
md the formation of deep abscesses in 
he hams and shoulders where the se- 
rum and virus were Injected. The 
United States Department-of Agrlcul- 
ure has long advised against using 
hose parts' as points of injection, and 
he department veterinarians are In- 
truded to avoid the possibility of such 
injury by selecting gome other place.

Injecting Hog in the Flank.
